1 . Need for Agency Speaker at Naval War College 

A recent experience at the Naval War College by ADDI Ed Proctor 
serves a* a r emin der of the frequently misunderstood roles of the 
civilian and military in government command and control. While serv- 
ing as a resource panel member for eeselons attended by some 500 
senior Naval officers in the Senior Officers' Seminar. Dr. Proctor and 
other Washington-based civilian officials users surprised at file intensity 
of the aid civilian vs. military arguments in crisis situations. Student 
speakers from the floor at Newport reflected such a gross misunder- 
standing that at one point a State Department panelist walked out of the 


room in disgust. 

The Agency student at Newport told Proctor there is an urgent need 
for a good presentation of the Agency's mission and functions. When 
this point was raised recently with Colonel White, he indicated that while 
an invitation to speak at Newport should properly originate with the Col- 
lege his afterthought is that "perhaps wa ought to invite ourselves" next
